Magazine Editor 
Describes World 
Economic Status 

Speaking on world developments 
in agriculture and other industries, j 
Wheeler McMillen. of New York, 
editorial director of the Country 
Home magazine, addressed a gath- 
ering of agriculture and home eco- 
nomics students and faculty. Thurs- 
day morning in Memorial hall 

Mr McMillen pointed out the dif- 
ferences between the productive 
levels In the United States and 
Europe. He attributed our leader- 
ship in the field to the superior 
productive means facilitated by the 
successful application of steam and 
electric power. European nations are 
handicapped, he said, because of the 
necessity to import much of their 
raw wealth: the United States 
gathers all its raw materials from 
the soil, the forests, or the mines. 
As a result of our advantage, the 
annual Ameircan income stands at 



$500 per capita. In sharp contrast 
to a 130 income in Europe. 

The perfect facilities of trans- 
portation in this country, he added, 
affords us the opportunity to gain 
the greatest returns for our invest- 
ments. Development of steam and 
electric erfergy in Europe, together 
with transportation, has been rela- 
tively slow, and thus the large dif- 
ference in returns, said Mr. Mc- 
Millen.
